FO O D FRAUDS. 


TH E 
S H A M E F U L U S E OF 
LIME A N D 


ALUM I N C H EAP B A K I N G POWDERS. 
Many food frauds, such 
ch i­ 
cory, coffee or watered milk, al­ 
though they are a swindle in a 
commercal sense, are often toler­ 
ated because they do not particu­ 
larly affect the health of the con­ 
sumer: but 
when an acticle like 
baking powder, that enters largely 
into the food of every family, and 
is relied upon for the 
healthful 
preparation of almost every meal, 
is so made as to carry highly injur­ 
ious, if not rankly poisonous, ele­

munity. it is the duty of the press 
to denounce the pratiee in the most 
emphatic terms. 
Among recent important discov­ 
eries by the food analysis is that 
by Prof. Mott, the UT. S. govern­ 
ment Chemist, of large amounts of 
lime and alum in the cheap baking 
powders. 
These are, one the most 
dangerous, and the other the most 
useless, adulterants yet found in 
the low-grade, inferior baking pow­ 
ders. 
It is a startling fact that of 
over one hundred different brands 
of baking powder so far analyzed, 
comprising all those sold in this 
vicinity, 
not one of them, with 
the single exception of the Royal 
Baking Powder, was 
found free 
from both lime and alum. 
The

of lime is 
lo add 
weight.

of the 
most serious affection of the latter 
organs from drinking lime waters 
found in some sections of the West 
are noted in every medical journal. 
Admiration with lime is quite 
as much 
to he dreaded as with 
alum, w hich’has heretofore receiv­ 
ed tho most emphatic condemna­ 
tion from every food analyst, phy­ 
sician and chemist, for the reason 
that, while alum is probably part­ 
ially disolved and pass off iii gas 
by the heat of baking, it is impos­ 
sible to destroy 
or change the 
nature of the lime iii any degree, 
so that the entire amount in the 
baking powder passes with all its 
injurious 
properties, 
into 
the 
stomach, 
When Ave state that the 
chemist 
have found twelve 
per 
cent, or one eight of the entire 
weight of some samples of banking 
powder analyzed to be lime, the 
wickedness of the adulteration will 
be fully apparent. 
Pure baking powders are one of 
the chief aids to the cook in pre­ 
paring perfect and wholesome food. 
While those are to be obtained of 
well-established 
reputation, 
like 
the Royal of whose purity there 
has never been and cannot be a 
question, it is proper to a\’oid all 
others.

Reports have been received from more 
th an six hundred correspondents, covering 
every county in Minnesota and Dakota, 
and the principal grain-raising districts in 
Iowa, Nebraska aud Wisconsin. 
A careful digest of the reports received in­ 
dicate th a t the area sown to spring wheat 
in Minnesota w ill be ab o u t 5 j>or cent more 
i th a n last year, in D akota 12 to lo jwr 
cent more, in Nebraska 5 per cent less, and 
iii Iowa and Wisconsin a b o u t the same. 
The acreage last year in Minnesota, as re­ 
ported by the agricultural departm ent, 
was, 3.1''I , OO'), with an average of eleven 
bushels per acre. making a to tal crop of 
34,000,000 bushels. 
I bis report, as to 
both acerate and yield, has been criticised 
as being too high; but taking it to lie cor­ 
rect, this year the acreage will be a b o u t 
I 8,300,000, and |>ersent indications point 
to an 
average yield fully as large as 
th a t 
cf 
I Hi;. I 
when 
tile to ta l crop 
was 50,000,000 or 3,100,000 acres, 
In 
some- of the older counties the acreage has 
decreased by reason of farmers changing 
for flax, a large crop of which was raised 
last year. 
The iucreas » is due alm ost en­ 
tirely to the opening up of new ground. 
The crop of the N orthwest was m arketed 
early last fall a t ab o u t the highest price ot 
the year, and tile Ir^w prices which have 
prevailed since last December have not de­ 
terred farmers from seeding a large area. 
There is a marked increase in the acreage 
of coin and o ats but a decrease in flax. 
The latter 
crop 
is 
very 
exhaustive 
to the 
soil, 
and 
the 
farmers 
find 
it 
more profitable to limit the produc­ 
tion of this c r o p to n p o u t tw o years at a 
time. 
The increase in the acreage of the 
corn will l>e fully D* per cent. over t h a t of 
last year. 
In D akota fully 12 ja r cent, more land 
will be lie voted to wheat th an was ever 
known before. 
A large am o u n t of new 
breaking has been done, and while farmers 
in the older portions of the territory are 
going into coarse grains, grass and stock- 
raising. the decrease from 
this cause is

th an offset by the new land opened 
up. The wheat ac reage reported by the ag­ 
ricultural 
departm ent

He can describe the 
rocky outlines and m ountainous de 
divines of the Sierras and of the Rocky 
Mountains*and the picturesque beau­ 
ties of the Bine Ridge with a force and 
vigor combined with accuracy rarely 
equalled, even by writers who still re­ 
tain their sight, while he has been blind 
since he was live years old. 
It is his 
wonderful power of thus describing irl 
simple language the concrete things oi 
life th at renders his sermons and pray­ 
ers so forciful and a ttra cts to them 
such widespread attention. His first 
invocation to a ttra c t notice in the

R esolved, T hat it is the sense of this 
Assembly, and in accordance with the 
platform of the Order of Knights of L a ­ 
bor, and the teachings and precepts set 
forth and accepted in our meetings, that 
tho anarchists and socialists who are 
guilty of the recent murderous acts and 
incendiary language in Chicago have 
our unqualified disapproval and con­ 
demnation.

The Rise and Fall ot Roller Skating. 


The great empty barn like stru c ­ 
ture—the skating rink—which a 
year ago was alive with thousands 
of busy skaters, are very quiet now. 
Here and there in the city can be 
found one that is making an effort 
to keep open, hut attendance is 
very poor, and the attractions that 
then wouid have brought out thou­ 
sands are bringing but few to the 
rinks this season.

ing roller skates, sold 100,000 pairs 
of skates. 
This year he has sold 
none, and has closed his factory.

that roller skating as an 
amusement is to die out.

the “ craze” has entirely subsided 
roller skating will be reduced to 
the limits of a pastime upon which 
legitimate businiss ventures may 
be made.

The money of the people, 
the committee thinks, is safer in the 
keeping of congress than it would be in 
that of the president. 


Mr. Simon Sterne has received a 
commission from President Cleveland 
to visit Europe and prepare a report 
on the state of railway legislation in 
the western European states. 
His 
work as counsel of the New York 
chamber of commerce in the railway 
investigation by the committee of the 
New York legislature cleared the way 
for the present New York state rail­ 
road commission. 


The New York Sun is not an alarm ­ 
ist. 
After recounting a series of dis­ 
orders, th at paper says: 
“Yet we 
shall live through it, and capitalists 
and laborers and all the rest of man­ 
kind, will find that, after it is over, ; 
their relations will be essentially the i 
same as they were. 
The Sun will : 
still be published daily; the winds 
will blow, the rains of heaven 
will !

The signal service bureau says the 
growing season in the Northwest is 
from two to three weeks earlier than 
the average. April was a remarkably 
warm month. The mean temperature 
was lb.2 degrees, and that is much 
higher than that for every April since 
1871 to the present time, except April 
of 1878 and ’79, when the mid-spring 
month was warmer than the one in 
question. The warmest April since 
1871 was in 1878, and the coldest in 
1871, the means being 51.1 and 37.5 
respectively. 


Condensed General News. 


T h e A c r e a g e 
I n c r e a s e d . 
Reports have been received from more 
than six hundred correspondents, covering 
every county in M innesota and D akota, 
and the principal grain-raising districts in 
Iowa, Nebraska and W isconsin. 
A careful digest of the reports received in­ 
dicate that the area sown to spring wheat 
in M innesota will be about 5 per cent more 
than last year, in D akota 12 to 15 per 
cent more, in Nebraska 5 per cent less, and 
in Iow a and W isconsin about the sam e. 
The acreage last year in M innesota, as re­ 
ported by the agricultural departm ent, 
was, 3.181,000, with an average of eleven 
bushels per acre, making a to ta l crop of 
34.000.000 bushels. 
T his report, as to 
both acerage and yield, has been criticised 
as being too high; but taking it to bo cor­ 
rect, this year the acreage will be about 
3.800.000, and persent indications point 
to an 
average yield fully as large as 
th at 
of 
1881 
when 
the to ta l crop 
was 50,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 or 3 ,1 0 0 .0 0 0 acres. 
In 
som e of the older counties the acreage has 
decreased by reason of farmers 
changing 
for flax, a large crop of which was raised 
last year. 
The increase is due alm ost en­ 
tirely to the opening up of new ground. 
The crop of t he N orthwest was marketed 
early last fall at about the highest price of 
the year, and the l:»w prices which have 
prevailed since last December have not de­ 
terred farmers from seeding a large area. 
There is a marked increase in the acreage 
of corn and oats, but a decrease in flax. 
The latter 
crop 
is 
very 
exhaustive 
to the 
soil, 
and 
the 
farmers 
find 
it 
more profitable to lim it the produc­ 
tion of this crop to u'poiit tw o years at a 
time. 
The increase in the acreage of the 
corn will be fully 1.0 per cent, over th a t of 
last year. 
In D akota fully 12 per cent, more land 
will l>e devoted to wheat, than was ever 
known before. 
A large am ount of new 
breaking has been done, and while farmers 
in the older portions of the territory are 
going into coarse grains, grass and stock- 
raising, the decrease from 
this cause is 
more than offset by the new land opened 
up. The wheat acreage reported by the ag­ 
ricultural 
departm ent 
last 
year 
was 
1.187.000, 
an 
average 
yield 
of 
12.8 
bushels. 
making 
a 
total 
crop 
of 
28.000.000. 
From reports obtained from 
every county in the territory it is esti­ 
mated that the acreage this year is fully 
12 per cent larger, making a total of nearly 
2.500.000. 
The condition of the crop at 
this time compared with last year is much 
better. 
W ith an average yield equal to 
that of last year. 
D akota will raise over 
thirty million thisyear. 
Barring accidents 
to the crop and with favorable weather 
from now till harvest, it is safe to say that 
the to ta l yield of Minnesota and D akota 
combined will reach nearly seventy-five 
million bushels. 
This estim ate is of course 
speculative as the crop is subjected to m is­ 
haps which m ay greatly reduce the yield.

There has been patented to the 
com pany in M innesota 743,573,44 acres. 
The com pany claims that if there is not. 
within its granted and indem nity lim its 
in any state or territory, the am ount 
claimed to have l>een 
granted to 
aid 
in 
the 
construction 
of 
its 
road in 
such sta te or territory, that it is entitled 
to make up the deficiency from its indemni­ 
ty lim its in any other state or territory. 
While no decision has been made as to the 
quality o.’ volume of the grant, it is, in my 
judgment, what is known as a giant in 
place, i. e., a grant of the odd numbered 
sections within twenty or forty miles of 
the road, as the case may be, witfctheright 
to supply from the indem nity lim its such 
deficiencies as may exist in the grant by 
reason of sales, pre-em ptions, etc.. prior to 
the location of the road; but should no 
land be found in place no indem nity can be 
allowed. 
Neither is the com pany, in my 
opinion, entitled to indem nity for all losses 
which it may sustain in its granted lim its. 
The joint resolution of May 31, 1870. us 
understood by me. restricts the right of 
indem nity to losses which occurred between 
the date of the grant and the location of 
the road, and the selection in satisfaction 
of such rights to the particular sta te or 
territory in which the loss occurred. 


It is a crying shame th a t an extra­ 
dition treaty between Great Britain 
and the United States has not been 
made to prevent the harboring of 
thieves from this country in Canada. 
In the ease of the New York Aldermen 
who are under indictment for selling 
themselves to Jacob Sharp the Do­ 
minion is likely to save many of them 
from punishment, and some are al­ 
ready in Montreal. They are held in 
825,000 bail, it is true, but that sum 
probably represents only a fraction of 
the average amount received from 
bribers, and they can well afford to 
pay it for their liberty. 


Chief Arthur, of the Brotberliohd of 
Locomotive Engineers, has great faith 
in the efficacy of common senseforthe 
settlement of controversies between 
employes8 and employes. He said at 
Hartford a few days ago th at when­ 
ever, during the past twelve years, 
the officers of the brotherhood had 
been met in a proper spirit by t lie 
officers of the roads, there had been 
no strike. All differences lately aris­ 
ing, which have mainly grown out of 
the Southwestern troubles, have been 
amicably adjusted; and “as far as 1 
know,” Chief Arthur says, “the loco­ 
motive engineers and the railroad 
companies are on excellent terms.” 


Judge Pardee, of the United States 
Circuit Court for the Northern Dis­ 
trict of Texas, in the Matter of Hig­ 
gins and others, persons charged with 
unlawful interference with the officers 
and property of tho Texas & Pacific 
Railway Company, says: 
“Labor or­ 
ganizations are lawful and generally 
laudable associations, but they have 
no legal status or authority and stand 
before men and the law on no better 
footing than other social organiza­ 
tions, and it is preposterous that 
they should attempt to issue orders 
that free men are bound to obey; and 
no man can stand in a court of just ice 
and shelter himself behind any such 
organization from the consequence of 
his own unlawful acts.” 


The subject and facts of longevity 
have been made almost a life’s study 
by Prof. Humphrey, of London. 
His 
investigations show th at in the first 
year of life the mortality among males 
is much greater than among females 
- the latter, therefore, have the start 
of the former at the very beginning, 
in inherent vitality. 
The average 
height of women he has found to be 
five feet three inches and of men five J 
feet six inches; in pulse and respira- ! 
tion, also, the women have the ad van­ 
tage, showing eighty-nine in compari- ; 
son with the 
men’s seventy-three, 
while the latter’s respiration is nine­ 
teen as against twenty-two of the 
weaker -ex. The bones of men and 
women which, up to maturity, in 
creased in weight, after that period 
lost considerably, though with no de­ 
crease in size, but more often an in­ 
crease, to which latter fact may be a t­ 
tributed the bony appearance pre­ 
sented by many old people. The aver­ 
age number of teeth in men and wom­ 
en above eighty years of age was six 
and three respectively. The greater 
proportion of these old-lived people, 
Prof. Humphrey found, came of long- 
lived families.

A storm struck K ansas city last Tues­ 
day and resulted in a terrible loss of life. 
About 10:30 a. in. storm clouds began 
gathering over the city. 
They first ap­ 
peared in the northeast, and surging west­ 
erly ucross the city 
turned 
suddenly 
about in their course, and descending rap­ 
idly broke upon the city in terrible bursts 
of wind and rain that swept all lighter ob­ 
jects before them. 
The darkness was al­ 
m ost like night, and the people fled to the 
nearest shelter and awaited with blanched 
faces 
the 
fury 
of 
the 
tem pest. 
Over the streets 
were 
running 
rivers 
of water, 
carrying 
boxes, 
signs, 
etc., 
blown from the buildings or swept up by 
the flood. 
A number of vehicles w ere over­ 
turned, and in numerous instances drivers 
abandoned their horses to their fate, and 
sought refuge in stores and houses. 
Some 
hail accompanied the storm , but the fall 
was not great. 
W indows in quite a num­ 
ber of buildings were blown in, and goods 
and furniture were water-soaked. 
The Lathrop school building occupied a 
prominent site at Eighth and Main streets. 
It consisted of a main building to which an 
art wing had been 
added. Ir the main 
building, the effect was awful. 
The falling 
floors precipitated the terrified children to 
the basem ent, where m asses of bricks and 
beams crushed them to the ground and 
buried them from view.

S o m e o f tlie P e c u l ia r it i e s o f L a n g u a g e I n ­ 
d u l g e d in b y R e s id e n t* t h e O th e r S id e ol 
th o M a so n a n d D ix o n Lino. 
The purpose of this paper is, how 
ever, to present, in a succinct way, a 
few of the quaintnesses of pronuncia 
tion and construction held to by th* 
Southern people as a class. Among 
these the first th at comes to mind if 
the custom of omitting tho last twe 
letters of such words as 
“more,’ 
“store,” 
“four,”—which 
are 
pro 
nounced “mo,” “sto,” 
and “fo.’ 
“What o ’clock is it?” you ask tin 
Carolinian, and ten toonehe tells yoc 
it is “half pas’ fo,” if that happens tc 
be the hour. 
Another common Southernism if 
the use of “like as if,” or “like” for 
the words “as if.” “She looked like 
she knew me,” is a common expres­ 
sion, or “she looked like as if she’d 
die.” This is very common in Wash­ 
ington and in all states south of Ma 
son and Dixon’s line. 
The word “funny” is frequently used 
instead of strange, and sometimes 
with startlingeffects. A young South 
ern girl was visiting us once,and a call­ 
er was telling of the death of her moth 


A “ G entlem an.” 
A young Englishman, while visiting 
the United States, said to a lady, “ But 
you have not many gentlemen in this 
country, you know.” 
“What do you 
mean by the word ‘gentleman’?” ask­ 
ed the lady, feathering her arrow. 
“Why,.those who live without doing 
anything, you know,” answered the 
young man, thinking it strange that 
an intelligent lady should ask for a 
definition of “gentleman.” “ Ah! 
1 
see,” replied the lady, with a smile; 
“we have many such, but here we call 
them tramps. ’ 
Yet the young Englishman was sim­ 
ply uttering what he thought a truism. 
He had been educated to look upon a 
gentleman as a man who, according 
to Blacks! one’s definition of the term, 
could live idly and without manual 
labor, and bearing the port, charge, 
and countenance of a gentleman.” 
It is not many years ago since sin­ 
gular notions prevailed in Great Brit­ 
ain as to gentility. Even now, the 
House of Lords is practically closed to 
a doctor or a tradesman, and “so­ 
ciety” does not smile upon any person 
who makes money by buyingorselling 
the staples of the country. 
In 1845, a man named Kelley sued 
a Mr. Young for aracingcup and stake 
which he refused to give up. 
Kelley 
had ridden his own horse in a race and 
won it, but the prizes had been award­ 
ed to Lieut. Y'oung, of Her Majesty’s 
regiment, whose horse came in second. 
One of the conditions of the race was 
that the horses should be ridden by 
gentlemen, and it was claimed that as 
Young was a gentleman and Kelley 
was not, therefore Y’oung deserved the 
prizes. 
On the trial Kelley proved that he 
“lived idly and without manual la­ 
bor,” and bore “ the port,charge and 
eounteanee of 
a gentleman,” and 
should therefore be considered a gen- 
er through swallowing a fish bone I Ionian, according to Blackstone’s 
“Oh! wasn't it funny?” exclaimed our 
visitor, at the close of the narrative. 
“ I think you mean strange,” said th« 
caller, as soon as she recovered from 
the astonishment. Our girl friend has ; 
never used the word “funny” since. 
If you happen to hear anybody say 
“rye cheer,” you may know it is in­ 
tended to mean “right here.” 
For in­ 
stance: A Bouth Carolinian will say, i 
“ Where was he at last night?” and his 
fellow citizen will say, “ He stayed rye 
cheer with me.” Diear—pronounced 
in one syllable—is not a Russian word, 
as might be supposed; it means: “Do 
you hear?” and is usually addressed ; 
to servants in this form: “ Y’ou, Jim! 
bring in that wood, djear?” 
“To get to go,” is essentially aGeor- j 
gin expression. They say: “Do, don’t I 
fail to come to-night,” and the reply ! 
is: “ I’ve tried to get to go for three 
weeks, now, so I reckon I’ll be there ! 
t ’ night.” 
The expression, “Dodon’t,” isheard j 
in Georgia and South Carolina, but j 
rarely elsewhere. One of the most ! 
laughable things you ever heard is the 1 
pronunciation of the word “about.” 
it is impossible to express the South 
Carolinian's pronunciation phoneti- | 
rally. 
It sounds like “abaout”—pro­ 
nounced very quickly in threesylables. 1 
“Quare” for “queer,” is another word. 
The use of “reckon” for “presume” is 
said to have been derived from the 
Yankees, as was the expression “right j 
smart" for the word “much.” 
Low-country people and tho resi- j 
dents of Middle South Carolina say 
“gee-arden” for “garden,” “gee-yard ’ 
for ‘ guard 
with t he hard sound of 
“g. ' So. too, with such words a* 
“card.” “car,” and “cart,” into which 
is introduced the sound of “kee,” to ) 
take place of the first consonant,thus: j 
“ Kee-ard,” “ kee ar,” “kee-art.” 
The use of delightful for delicious in 
-uch a sentence a- “The ice-cream is 
delightful,” is very common. “Pretty” 
is a word very often misused—for in- i 
stance: “Isn’t this a pretty day?” — 
and this error is a very general one. 
North Carolinians *ay the scenery is 
“pretty”—meaning picturesque; the j 
day is “pretty—meaning tine,and that 
a person’s 
manners 
are “pretty” : 
meaning wellbred. 
“ You ail,”or,asit should be abbrevi­ 
ated, “v’all,” i- one of the most ridicu- ; 
io)i * of all the Southermsms I can call 
to mind. 
It usually means two or j 
more js-rsons, but is sometimes used 
when only o n e person is meant. For 
instance, a caller on taking her de- j 
parture, says: “Y”all come and see 
us ’ 8he means the lady upon whom 
siie i* calling and her husband may 
call.

Yet a journey down the river was 
quite as hazardous as on the day 
when tlie first, white man entered the 
valley. If the traveler were a settler 
coining from the east with his family 
and goods, he would repair to Pitts­ 
burg, lay in a stock of powder and ball, 
purchase provisions for a month, and 
secure two rude structures which pass­ 
ed by tbe name of boats. 
In the long- 
keel boat he would place his wife, his i 
d dobbing wa3 out 
children, and such st ranters as had twecn t |.e Iors, and 
been watting at r ort Pitt for a chance 
to travel in company. In the flat-boat 
or the ark, would be the cattle and the 
stores. The keel boat was hastily and 
clumsily made. The hold was shallow, 
the cabin was low. Over the stem 
projected a huge oar which, mounted 
on a swivel, was called a sweep, and 
performed all the duties of a rudder. 
The ark was of rough plank intended 
to be used for building at some settle­ 
ment w here saw mills w ere scarce. The 
shape was rectangular. The width was 
15 feet the length was forty. 
In this 
craft, if the water wire high and 
swift, if they did not become entangled 
in the branches of overhanging trees, 
if the current did not drive them on 
an island or dash them against the 
bank in a bend, if the sawyers and 
planters were skillfuly avoided, and 
if no fog compelled the boatmen to lie 
to 4iid make fast to a tree, it was 
possible to dritt from Pittsburg to 
Wheeling in twelve hours. Wheeling 
was a place of 50 log and frame houses, 
boasted of a stockade, and in troub­ 
lous times of a garrison of 150 troops. 
Below' it, near the Muskingum, was 
Marietta. In the official language of 
the time it was described as being in 
the territory of the United States 
northwest of the river Ohio. But the 
phrase was too long for the boatmen 
and settlers, and as they expressed it, 
Marietta was on the Indian side of the 
Ohio. Two hundred wooden houses 
of boat-planks or of logs made up the 
town. The inhabitants were lazy and 
given to drink, cultivated little land, 
and lived chiefly on venison, wild tur­ 
keys and bread made of Indian corn. 
Food, therefore, was scarce and dear: 
nor was it always that the owner of 
a few bushels of “red potatoes” or a 
half-dozen barrels of flour could be in­ 
duced to part with one even 
for 
money. 
Many

who stopped at the place to buy 
food went disappointed away. Still 
farther down the river, and just oppo­ 
site the Little Kanawha, la Belle Pre. 
Fifteen miles beyond was another 
cluster of cabins; but thence to the 
mouth of the Great Kanawha the 
country was a forest of “sugar-trees” 
and sycamores. 
All day long tloeks 
of wild turkeys littered the trees over­ 
head, and at times a bear or an elk 
might he seen swimming the river. At 
night tlie woods on every hand re­ 
sounded with the bark of wolves. 
Then was it th at the lonely emigrants 
were tormented by all manner of fears. 
To go on in the darkness was to ex­ 
pose the boat to being caught upon a 
planter or stranded upon an island. 
To tie fast to the bank was, in ail like­ 
lihood, to become a mark for Indian 
bullets before day.

A M arriage Mart. 
Boston Herald: A remarkable cus­ 
tom exists among the Roumanians 
living in the westerly 
Carpathians. 
Every year, at the Feast of the Apos­ 
tles Peter and Paul, a market is held 
on the crest oi the Gaina, from 5,000 
to 6,000 feet above the level of the sea, 
and here all tlie marriageable girls of 
the entire district assemble with their 
parents in order to be viewed and 
claimed. Mothers, aunts, grandmoth­ 
ers, and various female friends con­ 
tribute to the dowry, and this com­ 
pleted, it is carried to the market on 
the Gaina in neatly made trunks, dec­ 
orated with flowers, and carried by 
the family’s best horses. Cattte, bees 
and other household requisites are al­ 
so added to tlie dowry. On the Gaina 
every family which has a marriageable) 
daughter occupies a distinct tent, in 
which the dowry is exhibited, and in 
which the bride-viewers are expected. 
The bachelors, too, are accompanied 
by parents or relatives, in whose 
company they inspect tiie girls who 
are eligible. 
The young men bring 
the best they possess, and each must 
particularly come with a girdle of gold 
or silver. After tlie brides are chosen 
the public betrothal takes place, be­ 
ing conducted by a hermit who lives 
in this lonely spot. The mark of be­ 
trothal is not a ring, but a beautifully 
embroidered handkerchief. 
Tbe be­ 
trothal is in many cases prearranged; 
but the ceremony 
must be gone 
through, all the same. If a girl goes 
to the market knowing beforehand 
that an admirer will be there to claim 
her, so much the better for her. Still, 
she must take her dowry and occupy 
her tent, and place herself on view 
like the rest.

down his vest, while his black hair, 
streaked with silver, is brushed back 
from his high forehead and hangs in 
bushy luxuriance upon the collar ol 
his clerical co a t. 
H is strongly-marked 
features bear a kindly expression, and 
are every now and then lit up by a 
pleasant smile. 
While talking he 
fixes his eyes upon the person whom 
he is addressing, and the sightless 
orbs appear to look straight into the 
soul of his listener. 
He is a m ost in­ 
teresting talker, and one of his favor­ 
ite hobbies is the subject of health 
and its prom otion. 
He is a very Jew 
in his selection of food, positively 
eschewing all hog m eats, and he treats 
himself to a regular course of curry­ 
comb and rough towel, cold water, 
oil and sun-baths every morning.

Texas C attle-D riv in g . 
It is estim ated that 220,000 cattle 
were driven or carried into Montana 
and D akota during 1884. 
The larger 
portion of this stock was brought on 
to the range to be fattened. 
They 
were young steers. 
It is also esti­ 
mated hy com petent authorities that 
100,000 of the 220,000 cattle that 
entered the far northern range during 
1884 were young native cattle from 
the corn 
states. 
The number of 
“through” cattle th at were included 
in the great herd of Texans no man 
can tell. The T exas drover is famous 
throughout the arid belt for never 
telling the truth as to where his cattle 
came from. 
He is alw ays willing to 
swear th at they passed the previous 
winter in K ansas or Nebraska, and as 
cold weather kills the Spanish fever 
his cattle are sound and he is not re­ 
sponsible for damages if the disease 
makes 
its appearance in northern 
herds. 
The truth is that a large pro­ 
portion of the T exas cattle driven in­ 
to M ontana and Dakota during the 
season of 1884 were fresh from the 
southern range. The young cattle 
th at are brought on to the northern 
grazing grounds from the agricultural 
states come from a land of plenty. 
They have been well fed and attent ive­ 
ly watered from the day of their birth 
until they are sent west. They have 
been 
protected from severe winter 
storm s. 
They have had 
intelligent 
and 
anxious care. Their instincts 
have been blunted by the protective 
care of man. These immature ani­ 
mals havo been taken west and turn­ 
ed on the range t o shift for them selves. 
They can do so in a mild winter. 
L ast year, up t o Sept. 8, the North­ 
ern Pacific railroad carried 69,880 
young cattle from the east into Mon­ 
tana and Western D akota. 
Many 
thousands have been driven in and 
other thosands carried in by other 
railroad companies. 
But let a hard 
winter come, following a wet autumn 
and the grazing-ground be 
covered 
with snow and blizzard after blizzard 
sweep out of the frozen north in quick 
succession. Then how will these cat­ 
tle fare, and how will 
the through 
Texans fare? 
1 answer, just as they 
did in K ansas in the winter of 1871-2. 
They would disappear from the range. 
And if tlie winter should be as severe 
as som e of the Indian 
traders told 
me they had seen in the Yellowstone 
valley—so severe th at the Indians 
were forced to cut cottonw ood trees 
so th at their ponies could feed on 
the buds and tender lim bs—-tlie tough­ 
ened range cattle will be decimated 
before spring.—Harper’B Magazine.
